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FOREWORD 

During  last  season  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American 
Art  inaugurated  a  series  of  regional  exhibitions  with 
a  view  toward  presenting,  in  each  of  these  exhibitions,  a  con- 
cise statement  of  the  various  tendencies  of  contemporary 
painting  produced  in  different  localities  throughout  the 
country.  The  first  exhibition  of  this  series  was  devoted  to 
artists  of  Chicago;  the  second,  which  we  now  present  to  the 
public,  is  a  group  of  paintings  and  prints  by  a  number  of 
talented  Philadelphians. 

Even  though,  geographically,  Philadelphia  is  situated  in 
close  proximity  to  New  York,  it  has  had  from  the  first  its 
own  cultural  development  separate  from  that  of  its  larger 
neighbor.  It  has  been  our  endeavor  to  make  a  selection  of 
works  by  artists  living  and  producing  creative  work  in  Phil- 
adelphia or  its  vicinity,  who,  although  they  may  have  been 
subjected  to  the  multitudes  of  present  day  influences,  both 
here  and  abroad,  have  become  an  integral  part  of  the  artistic 
life  of  their  community. 

By  the  death  of  Adolphe  Borie  in  May,  1934,  Philadelphia 
and  the  world  of  art  in  general  suffered  the  loss  of  a  dis- 
tinguished artist.  In  honor  of  his  memory  a  group  of  his 
paintings  has  been  placed  on  view  and  will  be  exhibited  con- 
currently with  those  of  his  fellow-artists  of  Philadelphia. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Boyer  Galleries, 
the  Little  Gallery  of  Contemporary  Art — New  Students' 
League,  the  Modern  Galleries,  the  Print  Club  and  the  War- 
wick Galleries,  of  Philadelphia,  An  American  Group,  the

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ADOLPHE  BORIE 

1877-1934 

Adolphe  Borie  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  January  5, 1877,  and  died  in  Philadelphia  on 
May  14,  1934. 

He  studied  painting  for  two  years  at  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  and 
in  Munich  for  three  years.  In  1902  he  returned  to  Philadelphia  where  he  remained  for  five 
years  devoting  his  time  to  portrait  painting.  In  1908  after  a  year  spent  in  Paris  he  again 
returned  to  Philadelphia  where  he  lived  and  worked  for  the  remainder  of  his  life,  except  for 
four  years  spent  in  New  York,  from  1915  to  i9i9,and  a  second  visit  to  Paris  in  1921  where 
he  stayed  for  three  years. 

His  work  has  been  shown  in  most  of  the  important  exhibitions  in  this  country  and 
abroad  and  he  was  the  recipient  of  the  following  honors — 19 10,  the  Beck  Gold  Medal  for 
the  best  portrait  at  the  exhibition  of  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts;  191 5, 
Silver  Medal,  Panama'Pacific  Exposition,  San  Francisco;  1917,  Maynard  Portrait  Prize, 
National  Academy  of  Design;  1926,  3rd  Clarke  Prize,  and  Corcoran  Bronze  Medal,  Cor' 
coran  Gallery,  Washington,  D.  C;  1926,  Silver  Medal,  Sesqui'Centennial  Exposition, 
Philadelphia;  1928,  Gold  Medal,  Philadelphia  Art  Club;  1928,  Norman  Wait  Harris 
Medal,  Art  Institute  of  Chicago. 

In  1917  he  was  made  Associate  of  the  National  Academy  of  Design  and  in  April, 
1934,  a  full  Academician.  He  is  represented  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  the 
Pennsylvania  Museum  of  Art,  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  and  in  many 
private  collections.
